that, in the long run, the war would 
be decided in a manner agreeable 
to the interests of our country, and 
in a manner agreeable to the future 
of the world.“ 

After yesterday’s division there 
can be no further question of a 
„revolt among certain back- 
benchers in the House of Commons. 
In the course of the debate 
many grievances were aired, and 
some useful steam was let off; 
but, on the whole, Parliament has 
given the Prime Minister carte 
blanche. In these circumstances, he 
doubtless will decide to make certain 
gestures in order not so much to 
placate his critics in the House of 
Commons as to allay certain feel- 
ings of uneasiness throughout Great 
Britain regarding the calibre of some 
of his Ministerial colleagues. He 
already has had conversations with 
Sir Stafford Cripps, formerly British 
Ambassador in Moscow, and there is 
a widespread belief in Parliamentary 
circles in London that a seat in the 
Cabinet will be offered to this re- 
markable man. It also is more than 
likely that steps will be taken to 
gratify the growing demand for the 
eppointment of a Minister for Pro- 
duction, although the office may not 
be created under this name. Mr. 
Churchill announced yesterday that 
all the resources of the British 
Empire and the United States in 
respect of shipping, munitions and 
raw materials were being pooled, 
and that President Roosevelt had 
appointed Mr. Donald Nelson to 
supervise the American end of 
general production, adding that, in 
order to ensure the smoothest 
possible working, the appointment of 
a similar official in Great Britain 
would be desirable. Having gained 
his tremendous vote of confidence, 
Mr. C ill can afford to be 
generous, if not even indulgent, 
towards the Government’s critics. 
He realises that the strictures that 
have been passed on certain aspects 
of his Administration are expressions 
not so much of dissatisfaction with 
the Ministerial team as of popular 
anxiety to prosecute the war with 
the greatest possible degree of 
vigour.

Economy on the part of all con- 
sumers certainly can help; one 
merely can hope that the saving 
will be enough to postpone more 
drastic measures until summer 
comes and lightens the strain. Even 
now, however, we would be wise to 
look to the comparatively remote 
future. Mr, Browne hopes that it 
will be possible to bring the Poula- 
phouca, or Liffey, -scheme into 
limited commission this year.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY | 


A Pioneer in Wool 


In the various B.B.C. broadcasts 
commemorating the foundation of 
Australia, much stress has be 1 laid 
on the fact that the Southern Con- 
tinent now supplies one-fourth of 
the world’s wool. Curiously, how- 
ever, little mention is made of the 
immense share of an Irishman in 
helping to that achievement. 

It was in 1856 that, with his 
bundle on his shoulder, Samuel 
McCaughey, of Ballymena, joined 
his uncle, Charles Wilson, who had 
a small sheep station in the 
Wimmera district of Victoria. 

Soon the shrewd young County 
Antrim man saw that the Aus- 
tralian merino sheep were de- 
generating; so he began a cross- 
breed with the Lincoln. He had 
vision, and backed it so strongly 
that he went to the United States 
in 1883 and there purchased some of 
the best Vermont rams at a cost of 
£50,000. 

Gradually, from these he built up 
the famous Waganella Stud Farm, 
from which rams were sold by him 
at over £2,000 each in subsequent 
years. He checked the former de- 
generation of the merino strain to 
such an extent that the average fine 
wool yield was increased from 7 5 
almost 83 Ibs. per sheep. McCaug 
extended his interests later — 
Victoria, which was at one time 
considered unfit for sheep raising. 


McCaughev's Beguests 


Obstacles were merely pastimes for 


‘McCaughey, of Ballymena, and soon 


he could say truthfully that he had 
over a million wool sheep. 

As a strong advocate of irrigation. 
much of the success of the Yanco and 
other schemes were duetohim. Every 
interest he engaged in prospered, but 


he was no miser. He gave 220, 000 


to equip the Australian contingent 
during the Boer War, as well as 
£500,000 and £250,000 to the 
Universities of Sydney and Brisbane 
respectively. All the Australian 
hospitals benefited from his generosity. 
Moreover, at his death he bequeathed 
£3,000,000 from his estate of almost 
25,000. 000 to be used for the educa- 
tion of the children of the members 
of the Australian Expeditionary 
Force who lost their lives in the 
Great War of 1914-18. 

No Irishman, whether from North 
or South, was ever turned away from 
Sir Samuel McCaughey’s beautiful 
estate at North Yanco, which is a 
veritable Garden of Eden.
